Gives Last Talk In 
Evidence Series 


Tells How Church Is 
Fighting For Its Own 
Principles, Americanism 


Fort Wayne—Speaking to a 
near-capacity audience in the Cen- 
tral Catholic High School Audi- 
torium here last Sunday, the Rev. 
Richard Ginder told how the Cath- 
olic Church is currently straining 
every nerve in an all-out educa- 
tional drive aimed at bolstering 
the fundamental postulates of 
American democracy. 

Father Ginder is co-editor of 
The Priest, associate editor of Our 
Sunday Visitor, the author of close 
to a hundred pamphlets and tracts, 
and writer of the Narberth articles, 
syndicated weekly in over 300 
Catholic and secular aavpeners 
throughout the country. e had 
just closed a retreat at Sacred 

eart Seminary here for the lay- 
men of the Fort Wayne district 
and was delivering the fifth and 
last of the local Catholic Evidence 
Lecture Series. 

“There was a time,” he said, 
“when all our effort was directed 
toward the banishing of bigotry 
and the old wives’ tales malicious- 
ly circulated against our Faith. 
But in the space of only a few 
years, the whole front has shifted 
and we are marshaling our forces 
against enemies far more terrible. 

“Faced with the inroads of com- 
munism, with a mounting rate of 
juvenile delinquency and divorce, 
with the spread of birth preven- 
tion and the serious discussion of 
so-called mercy-murder, we must 
rally all men of good will toward 
a defense of such basic truths as 
the existence of God, the existence 
and immortality of the soul, and 
the fact of free will. Our apolo-

Fort Wayne—The observance of 
Easter in the diocese will center 
at the Cathedral of the Immaculate 
Conception and will be featured 
by the celebration of the Solemn 
Pontifical Mass at 8 a. m, by the 
Most Rev. John Francis Noll, D.D. 
Bishop of Fort Wayne. High an 
Solemn High Masses are announc- 
ed in the other parishes of the city, 
the majority at an early hour. 

Bishop Noll will have as assis- 
tant priest at the Cathedral, the 
Rt.. Rev. Msgr. John A. Dapp, rec- 
tor, the Rev. Herman A. Schoudel 
of the Cathedral and the Rev. Mr. 
Edward Litor, St. Patrick’s parish 
seminarian, a deacon from St. 
Meinrad’s, will be deacons of hon- 
or. The Rev. Stanley L. Manoski, 
and the Rev. Eugene Zimmerman 
of the Cathedral assist respective- 
ly as deacon and subdeacon of the 
Mass; the V. Rev. Msgr. Oharles 
J. Feltes, diocesan chancellor will 
be master of ceremonies at the 
throne; the Rev. Robert Hoevel, 
vice chancellor and James Dren- 
nan, a seminarian from Sacred 
Heart Minor Seminary, will serve 
respectively as master of cere- 
monies and “assistant at the altar. 
Fifteen Fort Wayne seminarians 
from Sacred Heart will be on cere- 
monies for the minor offices. The 
Easter sermon will be delivered by 
the Most Rev. Bishop who will 
also impart the blessings of His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII. 

Members of Anthony Wayne 
General Assembly, Fourth degree 
Knights of Columbus, serving as 
a guard of honor will have their 
corporate Communion at the Pon- 
tifical Mass. Dr. Clifford A. Ben- 
nett, organist and choirmaster pro 
tem, will direct the combined choir 
of men and boys, 44 voices, in the 
rendition of an outstanding pro- 
gram.

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Verdict In Dr. Tiso 
Trial Is Rising 


Witness Says Bias 
Named And Objective 
Attitude Was Adopted

Bratislav March 31.—While 
Slovakia and the world await the 
court’s decision on the case of the 
Rev. Dr. Joseph Tiso, war-time 
president of Slovakie, and of two 
of his ministers, these three ques- 
tions are constantl; being asked 
by people who want an over-all 
picture of the tria:: 


1. Was the trial truly objec- 
tive? 

2. Why did it last so long? 

3. What will the verdict be? 

I sat in the first row of the 
press box during the entire 71 
days of the trial, following its 
every word, I spoke with the Slo- 
vak and Czech reporters during 
the recesses; interviewed the pros- 
ecution and defense; talked with 
the jury, military experts, Dr. 
Tiso’s sister and also with the 
president of the court, Dr. Igor 

xner; and I be'ieve that the 
trial as it finally developed was 
objective, though ouly after there 

been a marked change from 
the attitude the court displayed 
during the first few weeks. 


At the beginning of the trial, 
the court, through the material it 

rmitted to be introduced, seemed 
mtent on undermining the infiu- 
ence of the Catholic clergy with 
the Slovak nation. But in the 
later weeks, it seemed to lean over 
backwards to show it was not hos- 
tile toward the clergy. An in- 
stance of this was the reading of 
the Encyclical of Fope Pius XII 

inst nazism. Toward the end 
of the hearings, the court also 
tried to draw a line of distinction 
between the dignity of Dr. Tiso 
as a priest and his political ac- 
tivities. 

In his final defense, Dr. Tiso 
spoke for many hours and touched 
on issues which had not been 
brought out previously in the trial 
and which the court certainly did 
not care to have mentioned. He 
was not interrupted oy the presi- 
dent of the court. (Dr. Daxner 
did, however, interrupt the final 
speeches of the defense attorneys 
several times, as for example when 
they attempted to defend the for- 
mer independent state of Slo- 
vakia.) 

Another instance of the change 
of attitude by the court was that 
in the initial stages of the trial, 
it refused almost al the requests 
of the defense, but later admitted 
a great number of witnesses for 
the deferise. Amonc these were 
three Slovak Bishops and _ six 
priests. 

There are several reasons for the 
length of the trial, which extended 
over a period of some 100 days, 
71 of which the court was in ses- 
sion. The main reason was that 
the list of material for the trial 
was frequently enlar as the 
hearings p Then, too, the 
Soviet and U. S. occupation au- 
thorities in Germany put at the 
disposal of the court several wit- 
nesses only during the trial though 
their presence had long been re- 
quested by the court. Another 
reason for its length was that the 
Czech authorities were trying hard 
to obtain the extradition of one of 
the defendants, Ferdinand Dur- 
eansky, former Slovak . minister 
of foreign affairs, and wanted to 
bring him to Bratislava before the 


end of the trial.

Washington, March 31.—It was an unusual thing to 
broadcast the testimony of J. Edgar Hoover before the House 
of Representatives Committee on Un-American Activities, 
It was fitting, though, because this was unusual testimony. 


The Director of our Federal 


Bureau of Investigation told 


Congress and the country at large that “the mad march of 


Red Fascism is a cause for con-? 


cern in America.” 

A particularly striking thing 
about Mr. Hoover’s vigorous pre- 
sentation of his reactions as head 
of the FBI, was the emphasis he 
placed upon the “fellow-traveler.” 

“The open, avowed communist 
who carries a card and pays dues,” 
said Mr. Hoover, “is no different 
from a security standpoint than 
the person who does the party’s 
work but pays no dues, carries no 
ecard and is not on the party rolls. 
In fact, the latter is a greater 
menace because of his opportunity 
to work in stealth. 


“The burden of proof should be 
ep upon those who consistent- 
y follow the ever-changing, twist- 
ing party line. Fellow travelers 
and sympathizers can deny party 
membership but they can never 
escape the undeniable fact that 
they have played into the commun- 
ists’ hands, thus furthering the 
communist cause by playing the 
role of innocent, gullible or wilful 
allies.” 


Admitting that some of the 
fellow-travelers play their parts 
innocently and gullibly, one won- 
ders with what ..success an at- 
tempt. might be made to “put 
them straight,” to let them know 
in what light they are regarded 
by their fellow-citizens. There is 
hardly a person who, in. the last 
decade or so, has not had a lot of 
communist party-line propaganda 
leveled at him. It may have been 
from a platform, or even a dra- 
matic stage, or over the radio, or 
from the screen in a motion picture 
theater. Often, too, it has come 
from the lips of “pinks” and “liber- 
als” who have taken over the con- 
versation at a dinner table, or 
some other social function, or 
maybe have come into your own 
home. A lot of times you have 
“held off” for reasons of etiquette,

Bavaria’s Many Easter Customs, 
Curbed By War Devastation And 
Shortages, Wait For Better Days

Munich—Bavaria once prided itself on having probably 
the greatest variety of folklore connected with Easter and 
other high Church holidays among all Catholic districts of 
Germany. Many of these customs survived through the years 
of peace between the world wars, but now food shortages 
and rationing have done away with a number of them. 


used to hurry to their churches on 
Easter morning as soon as they 
heard the bells pealing. They 
would carry what they called 
“Easter baskets” filled with col- 
ored eggs and confections in the 
shape of Easter bunnies, to have 
them blessed at the altars. After 
Mass, breakfast was served in the 
homes and it was customary that 
every member of the family par- 
take of the blessed food. 


On Easter Sunday, at High 
Mass, the pastors were expected 
to tell their congregations. an 
“Easter fairy tale” of a hilarious 
character, with a suitable moral. 
The people would laugh’ heartily 
in church while listening and there 
was even a Latin name for the 
event: “risus Paschalis,” which 
signified the joy of the *Resurrec- 
tion Day. 


Egg-rolling as well as the hid- 
ing of colored Easter eggs in the 
gardens so they could be sought 
by the children was a general prac- 
tice. But atone time the police 
suspected these harmliss sports of 
ing “subversive” because they 
“might lead to superstition and 
this undermine the wisdom of the 
government!” : 


On the other hand, high officials 
would partake in the functions of 
Holy Week and Easter devoutly. 
On Good Friday, for instance, in 
St. Michael’s Church here it was 
customary for the parishioners to 
select. one in their midst who would 
lie in the symbolic “Sepulchre of 
Christ” until Easter Saturday 
It was considered a high distinc- 
tion to be chosen for this act. Pro- 
cessions of penance all during the 
night from Good Friday to Easter 
Saturday were aiealte popular 
while 40-hours devotions were ob- 
served up to Easter Monday in 
the presence of large crowds, in 
in virtually all the churches.

The election of Stephen IV (V) in June 
816, was contemporary with the elevation 
of Louis the Mild, son of Charlemagne to 
the throne of the west, and of Leo V, the 
Armenian, to the throne of the east. 


Pope Stephen went to Rheims in order to 
anoint and crown the successor of Charle- 
magne, as well as the Empress Irmengard. 

All this happened within a pontificate of 
five months, for Pope Stephen died in Jan- 
uary, 817. 


98—Pope Paschal I—824 


The life of the new Pope had been dis- 
tinguished by deep piety and austerity, and 
by intense sympathy for the poor. He 
sent delegates to notify Emperor Louis of 
his appointment, and received from him, 
in. turn, a document confirming the rights 
and possession of the Holy See. 

He crowned Lothair I, Emperor in 823- 

He was forced to deal with the revived 
controversy on images provoked by Em- 
peror Leo. He restored and beautified 
many churches and monasteries, and placed 
relics of numerous Roman saints in the 


Church of St. Praxedes where he was 
buried. 


Because of his piety this Pope was hon- 
ored with the title of “Father of the peo- 
ple,” but a certain Zizimus sought the 
throne as an anti-Pope. 

Pope Eugene prepared a formula for 
use by the clergy in promising fealty to 
the civil Emperors. 

He assembled a Council in Rome in the 
year 826 to take action against the Icono- 
clasts, who were now burning all books 
unfavorable to their error and mutilating 
others. At this Council ways and means 
were also considered for the improving 
of literacy among the masses. Schools 
were to be founded in each bishopric and 
monastery and the clergy were forbidden 
to devote their time to agriculturai pur- 
suits. § 


l O00 —-Pope \ 


This Pope lived only forty days following 
his election, to the great grief of the Ro- 
man people who had known him for his 
piety and generosity. 
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101—Pope Gregory 1V—544 

This Pope did not want the office. After 
his appointment he fled to a monastery 
whence he was borne by the people to take 
possession of his throne. 

Much of the time of this Pontiff was 
consumed in efforts to restore harmony be- 
tween Emperor Louis and his sons. 

He had other worries, provoked by the 
Moslems, then located in nearby Sicily, and 
by Emperor Michael the Stammerer of 
Constantinople, then waging a new war 
against the Church. The controversy over 
images gave a great opportunity to Mo- 
hammedanism to advance. 


102—Pope Sergius 11—847. 


The newly elected Pope did not wait for 
the arrival of the Emperor Lothaire for 
his coronation because another sought to 
gain promotion to the Papacy by violence.

Church History 
Of That Time 


in France, Leo, the new Emperor of the 
east, following most of his predecessors, 
was planning a new attack on the Catholics 
of His Empire. Political Nationalism and 
jealousy, of course, prompted all these at- 
tacks, 

The Middle Ages. 


The Middle Ages embrace the period be- 
tween the settlement of the Barbarians in 
the western Provinces of the*Roman Em- 
pire in the 5th century and the literary 
Renaissance in the 15th (477-1494). 

A portion of this period 1s frequently 
called the “Dark Ages.” They were dark 
because barbarians inhabited most of Eur- 
ope and could not become intelligent Chris- 
tians until after they were first civilized. 
They created a great deal of trouble for the 
Popes, but with the aid of Divine Provi- 
dence they were subdued, civilized and 
Christianized. — 

Pope Leo I twice saved Rome and the 
Roman people from the fury of Attila and 
Genseric. For, 27 years St. Gregory 


shielded the eternal city frem the Lom-|, 


bards who had possession of a large por- 
tion of Italy from the year 568 to 774. 
In the 6th century Pope Agapetus nego- 
tiated a peace between Theodoratus, King 
of the Goths and the Emperor Justinian. 
Cassiodorus, Roman Senator at that time, 
wrote of Pope John II: “You are the chief 


and the guardian of the Christian people; |. 


the public safety depends upon your pow- 
er and name... You are indeed the spir- 
itual shepherd of the flock, but you can- 
not neglect its temporal welfare.” 

We have already described the great 
work done for both religion and civiliza- 
tion by St. Gregory I. Gregory II wrote to 
the Emperor Leo: “The entire west is 
looking to our lowliness. 


public tranquillity.” 

The temporal sovereignty of the Popes 
was the natural consequence of the demands 
of the Italian people particularly for pro- 
tection against so many barbarous invaders. 
It was the first kingdom ever established 
without an army, without a war, without 
bloodshed. 

Soon the Catholics of North Africa, of 
Spain, of Turkey, of Greece, of France, 
and of what is known as Gaul, which em- 
braced most of the territory north 
France, began to appeal to the Pope to 
check the invasion of the Moslems. 

Then in the 9th century pirates, who 
played havoc with seaports and other cities 
in England, the Netherlands, and Gaui pre- 
vented progress in Europe during another 
100 years. 

The Normans (Nordmanni) came orig- 
inally from the Baltic region and from 
Norway. They had conquered England and 
organized it. They moved down as far as 
Sicily and lower Italy. 

Feudalism 
The Feudal System represented the pass- 


ing of local government from old Roman|= 


provincial administrators to a local system 
over which a master or “lord” was placed. 
The family, which owned the largest es- 
tates in the district—therefore the nobles— 
usually furnished that “lord.” The peo- 
ple wanted military protection against pi- 
rates. 

“Dark” as these centuries were from 
the material and cultural point of view, 
it was through the missionaries and mon- 
asteries that Europe became unitedly Cath- 
olic after the dissipation of the ignorance 
and barbarism of its people. 

While Pope Leo was getting rid of the 
Saracens and Moors in Italy, the Normans 
were creating havoc in Germeny and Gaul 
and destroyed by fire all the churches in 
the city of Paris. However, in the end they 
were not only subdued, but converted, They 
helped make the age “dark.”

WE live in an evil world. Our Lord warned us against it. 
The externals of nazism have been destroyed, but not its 
jpirit. This evil spirit walks also in our land. It speaks 
‘ough the mouth of teachers and professors, orators and 
writers, who directly and boldly, but also indirectly and 
cowardly, deny the existence of God, forgetting that he who 


_ 


denies the sovereign rights of God 
becomes the grave digger of the 
rights of men, as Lacordaire put 
it in striking phrase. 


This evil spirit speaks through 
the mouths of those who teach a 
crude Darwinism, making man not 
a little less than the angels, but 
— a little more than an ani- 
mal. If evolutionists are right 
then all foundations are destroye 
for the rights of men; animals 
have no rights, even though we 
must never treat them with cruel- 
ty, certainly never with the cruelty 
such as is being dealt out by man 
to fellowman. 


But evolutionists are not right. 
God cteated man according to His 
image, and made him His child. 
He redeemed him through His be- 
loved Son, and made him a brother 
of Christ. He sanctified him with 
the graces of the Holy: Spirit, and 
made him a member of the mys- 
tical body of Christ. In these 
teachings we have the solid foun- 
dation for the rights of man— 
rights that are his native rights, 
and not come to him from the 
state; rights that are prior to any 
government, and therefore may 
not be taken away by it but 
rather must be developed and pro- 
tected by it; rights that man may 
assert against any dictator or 


pretext, would despoil him of 
them. 

The times challenge us to up- 
hold these doctrines at all costs, 
and thereby to defend human 
rights. We must defend the right 
of the unborn child to life; we 
must defend the right of the child 
to a religious educetion so that 
it may know God, serve Him, and 
love Him; we must defend the 
right of parents to give their 
children a religious education with- 
out burdensome, financial obliga- 
tions; we must defend the right 
of the worker to a family wage; 
we must defend the right of the 
farmer to fair prices for the pro- 
ducts of his labor; we must defend 
the right of the employer to just 
treatment on the part of labor 
leadership; we must defend the 
rights of those in authority, 
whether in Church or State, to 
reverence for and obedience to 
their laws and ordinances; we 
must defend the rights of mi- 
norities, racial groups, and small 
nations in the interest of their 
security and prosperity; we must 
defend the rights of the property- 
less to living space and to access 
to the goods of this earth. 

The times challenge us to mar- 
shal our forces for such defense.

The times challenge us to love 
one another, because it is a sad 
fact that love has not yet won a 
full victory over hate. Hatred has 
not yet spent its force in the re- 
lations of nation to nation. Mis- 
trust, ill-will, vindictiveness, and 
revenge are still powerful factors 
with which" statesmen must reckon 
in their efforts to secure a go 

peace. “The children cf the devil,” 
to use the strong phrase of St. 
John, still fan the fires of hate. 
Neither love of God nor the love 
of neighbor is in their hearts. 
Against their evil forces “the chil- 
dren of God” still have a heavy 
piece of work to do The walls 
of hatred that separate nation 
from nation are not easily de- 
stroyed. At the very outbreak of 
the war Pius XII warned men of 
the diabolical builders of hate- 
walls between the nations in con-

other. 


Yet, despite all efforts of states- 
men peace can not be secured un- 
less a real, and not merely a sham 
victory is won over hate.

The hate that still endures is 
proof of the extent to which the 
rocess of dechristianization has 
een carried on in practically every 
nation of the world.

Once more we have h 
in our times: “Hate your enemy,” 
even as Christ’s contemporaries 
heard it. What did Christ say 
about that in His Sermen on the 
Mount?

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Religion must have an authori- 
tative teacher, and the true re- 
ligion must have an official form 
of worship established by God 
Himself. In the Old:Law the Jews 
had an authoritative teacher in the 
Sanhedrin, and they had a form of 
public worship prescribed by God, 
with a detailed ceremonial, very 
clearly outlined in the Books of 
Moses—their Torah. 


But, as Paul Weiss, Yale Profes- 
sor of Philosophy and author of 
“My Faith as a Jew,” writes in 
the “Commentary,” published. by 
the American Jewish Committee 
(October, 1946): 


The faith of a Jew is the 
faith of a man for whom there 
are no synods, no edicts, no au- 
thorities, to whom he can turn 
for answers to his questions re- 
garding the specific nature of 
things, mundane or divine.

A few years ago a recognized 
Jewish lay leader in New York 
told the writer that the modern 
Jew could not be interested in 
sacrificial worship such as is pre- 
scribed in the Old Law, namely, 
the slaughtering of a heifer or of 
a lamb and the sprinkling of its 
blood on the altar of sacrifice. We 
agreed with him. From the Chris- 
tian point of view, of course, those 
offerings prescribed in the Old 
Law were symbolic; 
figures of Him “Who would be led 
as a lamb to the slaughter,” and 
with whose death all the symbols 
and types of the Old Law would 
have their fulfillment, and, there- 
fore, their end. 

As to the doctrine of the Jews,

The theology of the Jew is 
theology at a minimum. It af- 
firms nothing more than God is 
One, leaving open even the ques- 
tion of what His nature is, what 
it means for Him to be, and 
what His Unity implies. 

But the Jews alone should not 
be singled out for the rejection of 
Christ, because 70,000,000 Gentiles 
in the United States remain aloof 
from all the churches, and most of 
them are not likely formal be- 
lievers in the divinity of Christ. 
In fact it is doubtful whether half 
of them have as correct a concept 
of the one God as Jews have. 

We are not excusing either one 
or the other, because there is noth- 
ing which should be so settled in 
any one’s mind as the fact.or the 
non-fact of the divinity of Christ.

now, yet some time after it 
was over, people noticed flowers 
growing up the sides of the huge 
bomb craters. Curiosity was 
aroused when no one recognized 
any of the varieties. Botanists 
were called in, but rot even they 
could recognize any of the flowers. 
Finally, in the library of old manu- 
aye and rare books at the Brit- 
ish Museum, a record of these ex- 
tinct. varieties— 906 of them—was 
found. Buried for hundreds of 
years, and long forgotten as gen- 
eration after generation covered 
them up and built over them, the 
German bombs had resurrected 
them and the nitrates in the 
bombs had fed them. (Quoted from 
Grail ’44) 

It took the earth shaking bomb- 
bardments of the Luftwaffe to 
bring to light long buried treas- 
ures. Today we are faced with 
the tremendous body blows of 
Communism. Things look black for 
the world. If, however, the Com- 
munist threat wakes up the dor- 
mant energies of the Catholic lay- 
man and if the Communist ideol- 
ogy brings to our conscience the 
tremendous force of the doctrine 
of the Mystical Body, then per- 
haps we may see the day when 
we thank heaven for the providen- 
tial development of the red men- 
ace. 

Indeed, centuries of secularism 
have covered and put to sleep the 
energies of the Catholic laity. The 
layman has left the iob of evan- 
gelizing the world entirely to the 
clergy. Religion has been prac- 
tically restricted to the Church 
and the sacristy. The layman 
himself has suffered most from 
this condition because it is almost 
impossible for him to live a Chris- 
tian life, while all around his sec- 
ular standards have ruled supreme. 

Business has been carried on 
for ‘its own sake, with the profit 
motive dominant. Movies and 
theaters have been not so much in- 
terested in lifting men up as in 
attracting’ them to the box office. 
The young man has had no alter- 
native except to take his date to 
the parish hall, if the parish hall 
offers something. The same has 
been true. of the conditions of 
work, of home, and ef sehool, Ev- 
erywhere the Church steeple has 
been dwarfed by a forest of smoke- 
stacks and skyscrapers. 

The first reaction of the Church 
to this insidious and universal sec- 
ularism has been a defensive one. 
The Church has sought to protect 
its people from the world’s in- 
fluence by herding its faithful in- 
to fenced-off pastures. In tradi- 
tionally Catholic countries we have 
seen Catholic political parties rise 
to defend the interests of the 
Catholic citizen; Catholic Labor 
unions have come to the defense 
of the Catholic Laboring man; the 
Catholic Youth Organization has 
tried to preserve the boy and girl 
from contact with secular and non- 
Catholic influence; Catholic student 
organizations have made a noble 
effort to compete with leftist stu- 
dent unions. In traditionally Prot- 
estant countries where Catholic 
influence in the market place is 
weak, there have been neither 
Catholic arties nor Catholic 
unions, and there the parish has 
had to provide for the social as 
well as religious needs of the 
Catholic. ; 

This purely defensive attitude on 
the part of Catholics may have 
suited the needs of the nineteenth 
century; it has not solved the 
grave “life or death” problem of 
twentieth century secularism. In- 
directly it has helped to promote 
it. This attitude has accentuated 
the gulf between secular life and 
Catholic thought. In matters of 
pale and economic reform the

him in only one very restricted 
field of human life. e still has 
ad to live and compete with his 
non-Catholic neighber, work with 
eople of all religious and political 
eliefs, submit to the pressure of 
press, movie and radio. 


The secular field has become 
more and more all-pervading and 
all-penetrating. Society has lacked 
the Catholic leadership which 
might have stampea out secular- 
ism, because that leadership has 
been huddled togethcr behind eur- 
tains of isolationism. The Catholic 
periodical and the Catholic organ- 
ization have campaigned against 
the promoter of social progress, 
economic reform. They have 
branded him as a demagogue even 
though he may have been merely 
la the teachings of Leo 


Pope Pius X noticed the failure 
of the defensive attitude. He de- 
cided that before any effective po- 
litical or social action could be 
universally accepted by Catholics, 
they had to be thoroughly Cath- 
olic-minded. Hence his program 
of liturgical reform. e must 
have a thoroughly Christian mind 
before we can have a thoroughly 
Christian action. The Catholic 
must discover himself and renew 
himself in Christ and then set 
forth to conquer the world. It was 
altogether normal, therefore, that 
following the liturgical reform of 
Pius X, there should be a vigorous 
change of policy under Pius XI 
toward a positive and militant 
Catholic Action; he called for 
Catholic lay leaders in all fields of 
endeavor. 


There are signs of a new leaven 
at work, a resurrection of Cath- 
olic life. The liturgical movement 
is growing in popularity: Missals 
and lay participation in the Sac- 
rifice of the Mass are becoming a 
very common manifestation § in 
Catholic worship. As for the lay 
apostolate, the real problem is not 
more willingness and generosity 
on the part of the laity but the 
lack of priests who understand the 
lay apostolate and are willing to 
train leaders.

It was the 
Abbe of E’Grouves, genial L’Abbe 
Pol Rousselot, who could speak 
patent English. He seemed very 
ppy over our visit and he graci- 
ously took us through his church 
poin out everything of inter- 
est in his 12th Century edifice of 
Lady—where the sculpture 
had been defaced during 
French Revolution—the Altar with 
its secret compartment where he 
had hidden Allied airmen—even 
displayed the fine acoustics of the 
thick-walled small gothic structure 
by making the walls vibrate with 
his pb bass voice as he intoned 
a French hymn in the choir. “But 
what about those bells!” I asked 
impatiently. “You shall see,” he 
responded. Ascending a narrow 
winding stairway we came to the 
fortress part of the Church. It 
was here the Town’s people had 
gathered during the _ turbulent 
times of the past centuries and 
ere they had congregated quite 
recently when the Americans were 
driving the Germans out of that 
part of France. It appeared to be 
a remarkable fortress extending 
around the three sides of the struc- 
ture like a miniature fort protected 
by massive stone walls and roof 
with dispersed narrow vents for 
outside vision. Then the Abbe 
took us up another rickety stair- 
way to the belfrey. Much to my 
surprise, there were only three 
medium sized bells hanging there. 
Earlier I had mentioned that 
had heard the bells that morning 
and complimented him on his in- 
spiring carillon. I queried, “Where 
are the other bells?” Then it was 
then he displayed his ingenius 
contraption which he had rigged 
up whereby he could munipulate 
two of the bells with his feet and 
the other with his hand, his other 
hand being used tv muffle the 
vibration of the bells. Amusing 
to say the least, was the demon- 
stration that he gave us of his 
unique carillon. e must have 
spent hours in practicing and per- 
fecting renditions on such a make- 
shift instrument.

He 
had countless books and nick-nacks 
gracing the walls of two rooms— 
his study and living quarters. He 
took great delight in playing a 
couple of tricks on us—one I re- 
call, He asked me to raise the 
lid of a cabinet, which I did and 
as I let go of it, it slid to the floor 
with a resounding crash instead 
of slidding up like the old fashion- 
ed roll-top desks to which I had 
been accustomed. I jumped back, 
and naturally he got quite a kick 
out of it and we had a good laugh 
over my stupidity. After a glass 
of wine and a couple of songs 
which he sang to my accompani- 
ment on his piano, we adjourned 
to his garden which was very well- 
kept and verdant in its early 
Spring dress. The view of the val- 
ley and adjoining countryside from 
here was magnificent and as the 
sun was slipping behind the hills 
and casting long shadows over the 
valley below, we took our leave 
of Abbe Rousselot, taking with us 
a little of the deeply religious 
spirit which permeated his church 


Iiand was evident in his conversa- 


tion. Never shall we forget his 
kind hospitality and gracious per- 
sonality. Now when I hear the 
music of a carileon floating across 
the American. landscape my 
thoughts go back to the little 
French village of E’Crouves and 
to that great artist of those Eas- 
ter Bells.

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SPORTSCASTING

NOTHER major league baseball season is just ahead of us this 

Easter Sunday mo , and from this time of the year, six 
months before the close. of the season, it looks like the teams to 
beat will be the St. Louis Cardinals and Boston Red Sox again. I 
don’t see how any team in the National League can hope to stay 
very close to the Cardinals, but the Red Sox are likely to have a lot 
“of trouble defending the first Championship they won in 28 years. 


Tigers Or Dodgers 


Detroit looks like the real opposition for the Bostonians in. 
the American League race for °47, particularly if the Tigers pick 
up within a few days where they left off at the close of last season. 

Detroiters, you know, played the best ball in the entire 
league after the middle of last July, but the Red Sox had such a 
big lead by that time that they were undoubtedly coasting, con- 
sciously or not. They really can’t afford to do any coasting this 
year, early or late, or those Tigers might pass them and stay in - 
front. 

Brooklyn carried the Cardinals down to the last day of the 
season in 1946 when the National League race ended in a tie that 
necessitated the first playoff in major league history after each 
team had played its full complement of 154 games. The Cardi- 
nals won the first two games of the playoff series in easy fashion 
and with them, the league title. Then the St. Louis entry went 
ahead and won the world’s championship from the Red Sox—the 
first time a Boston team, American or National, had lost a world’s 
series. : 

Brooklyn doesn’t appear to be the contender this year that it 
was last, and if the Cardinals are to get any real competition in their 
league it might come from the Boston Braves, who are gradually 
being built up by Billy Southworth, who acquired the winning habit 
in his years as player and manager with the Cardinals. 

The Cardinals will have to slip back a bit this year, I believe, 
before the Braves or anybody else can catch them. Pittsburgh is the 
only other National League team which will be stronger this year, 
especially with Hank Greenberg’s big bat in there helping out, but 
the Pirates will have to come a long way from their seventh place 
finish of last year in order to cause serious trouble for any of the 
top teams. 

Any way you look at it at this stage of the game, the Cardinals 
have to be prime favorites to retain their National League crown, 
while the Red Sox will have their work cut out for them to stay 
ahead of the Tigers. Cleveland could be an outside dark-horse, but 
no other American League team appears to have much of a chance. 


Playoff In 1908 | 


I said in a few previous paragraphs that the St. Louis-Brook- 
lyn playoff last fall was the first one in the history of the major 
leagues brought about after each team had played its full sched- 
ule of 154 games. The playoff between the Cubs and Giants in 
1908 was of a slightly different nature. Those two were tied 
when the season ended, all right, but they had a tie game of their 
own to play off (brought about by the celebrated “Merkle case” 
when the New York first sacker neglected to touch second base 
and cost his team a victory which would have given it the pen- 
nant that year.) So New York and Chicago were ordered to play 
off that tie game, and the Cubs won it, and with it the league 
championship. In that respect it differed from the Brooklyn- 
St. Louis playoff last year, as they were ordered to play the best 
two out of three to decide the championship. The Cardinals de- 
cided that one in a hurry by winning the first two games.

Still along the baseball theme, there is another letter at hand 
from my old friend, Pete Donohue, star pitcher for the Cincinnati 
Reds in the 20’s, who is now president of a cleaning and dyeing 
company in his home town of Fort Worth, Texas, not Dallas, as I 
recently chronicled here. Well, anyhow, Pete, I didn’t move you very far 
from home, which is better treatment than I have accorded some other 
contributors. Pete’s letter tells about the time he was released out- 
right by the Cleveland team in 1932, after he had been in the big 
leagues for 12 years. When a player serves 10 or more years in 
the big leagues he cannot be released to a minor league team, but 
must be given his outright release so that he will then be free to 
make a deal for his own services. ie 

Well, Pete caught on with the Kansas City American Association 
team, but had to pass a couple of tough physical examinations before 
he could do so. The first Kansas City team doctor to examine him, 
as Pete now recalls, was a “Dr. Nigro.” Could that be my old friend, 
Dr. Dan Nigro? Anyhow, Dr. Nigro could find nothing wrong with 
Pete, but still the Kansas City owner wasn’t satisfied, so he ordered 
Pete to go to another doctor. The latter then went to work on Pete’s 
LEFT shoulder—Pete was a right handed pitcher, you know—and then 
worked up and. down on Pete’s left arm, working out on the arm 
and shoulder in such a manner as to hurt even the youngest and 
healthiest specimen. — |

But a little Jater, he let 
forth again. This time his nurse 
looked him squarely in the eye, 
stomped her foot, shook her finger 
at him, and said: 

“Mr. Blank, I don’t want you to 
dare use that Sacred Name again 
as a by-word. If you do, I am 
going to give up your case. I am 
tired of your irreverences.” 

The patient quietly closed his 
eyes and made no reply. Moments 
passed. It was necessary for the 
nurse to make him comfortable 
for his evening meal, then to feed 
him. Having about finished her 
early night ministrations, all as 
gently and kindly performed as 
was possible, she was amused to 
hear the poor man exclaim loudly: 
“Hail Columbia! Leave me 
alone.” 

The man’s wife, seated in an ad- 
joining room, also heard. She 
laughed uproariously. All were 
amused, including the patient. 
From that moment, on through 
the weeks following, not once did 
the patient revert to his old habit 
of irreverence. This is an excellent 
illustration of what defense of 
God can effect. That nurse rever- 


patient was slightly impaired in 
mind, he was still capable of using 
some self-control when the brakes 
were put on.

Gromyko Wanted 
Good Friday 
Sessions Again 


New York, March 31 —(NC)— 
For the second consecutive yeor 
Andrei A. Gromyko, the Russian 
delegate to United Nations, pro- 
posed that the Security Council 
hold sessions on Good Friday, and 
for -the second time he was re- 
buffed by a Brazilion delegate. 


It happened at the end of the 
address on the Greek aid question 
by Warren Austin, U. S. repre- 
sentative to the United Nations. 
Several of the delegates requested 
time to consult their governments 
before discussing the question, and 
Mr. Gromyko then suggested that 
the issue be taken up on Friday, 
April 4, which is Good Friday. 
Dr. Oswaldo Aranha of Brazil, 
March chairman of the Security 
Council, immediately objected and 
stated that the Council would not 


meet to discuss the question until 
the Monday after Easter. 


Last year Mr. Gromyko had pro- 
posed that the Council meet on 
Good Friday for debate on the 
Spanish question. With a distinct 
note of sharpness in his voice the 
Brazilian delegate at the time, Dr. 
Pedro Leao Velloso, declared: Mr. 
President, | wish to say that my 
religious convictions and those of 
the other members of my dele- 
gation and of my country will not 
permit me to take part in any 
meeting of the Council held on 
Good Friday.” The VU. S. dele- 
gate ot the time, Edward R. Stet- 
tinius, Jr., joined the debate, de- 
claring: ““My delegation would be 
opposed te meeting Friday.“ Op- 
position was then also expressed 
by the British and the Dutch del- 
egates. The Council did not hold 
meetings on thot day.

London, March 31.—President Harry S. Truman’s plan 
to help Greece and Turkey resist outside aggression and in- 
ternal enemies, has been applauded by His Eminence Ber- 
nard Cardinal! Griffin, Archbishop of Westminster. 
“I think it is time we called a halt to compromise and 
expediency. I think it is time that we asserted the principles 


on which international relations 
“In this respect we applaud the 
recent statement made by Presi- 
dent Truman about Greece and 
Turkey and the action he proposes 
to take.” 


The Cardinal expressed his 
sentiments in a discourse at the 
consecration of the Most Rev. Jo- 
seph Masterson as the new Arch- 
bishop of Birmingham. His Emi- 
nence served as consecrator of the 
49-year-old prelate, whose 87- 
year-old-mother, three sisters and 
two brothers witnessed the cere- 
monies in the Minor Basilica of St. 
Chad at Birmingham. 


“1 think it is time,” the Car- 
dinal continued, “that this -coun- 
try denounced the horrors that are 
being perpetrated in the name of 
democracy and freedom in_ so 
many parts of Eastern Europe, 
where millions of men are still in 
concentration camps, where mil- 
lions are put to forced labor, and 
where the old Christian tradition 
is being uprooted and men are 
being persecuted for their faith 
and religion. 


“The crisis abroad has come 
about because the rights of man 
and the rights of the family are 
being completely ignored. They 
are ignored because God, Who has 
given man those rights, is ignored 
and attacked. God has no place in 
a communistic, totalitarian regime, 
and consequently man is denied 
his human dignity and human re- 
sponsibility. Therefore the 
brotherhood of man, which is the 
foundation of all true international 
relations, is equally ignored. 


“The Atlantic Charter, which 
nowadays men are afraid to men- 
tion, proclaimed certain basic prin- 
ciples most of which have been 
utterly rejected.

Connecticut Birth 
Control Bi Stirs 
Storm Of Protests 


Danbury, Conn.,° March 31.— 
(NC)—The Knights of Columbus 
here have joined the growing pro- 
test of both Catho}'cs and non- 
Catholics against an attempt b 
the Connecticut Legis!eture to hi 
restriction on the dissemination 
of birth control information 
through passage of the Alsop bill. 

The Knights reviewed the moral 
evils of birth control and warned 
that a spread of the practice 
threatens our national security by 
opening the way even further to 
race suicide. The resolutions 
passed by the Danbury K. of C 
Council were aimed as‘ainst the 
bill introduced into the State As 
sembly by Represerifative John Al- 
sop of West Hartford, which would 
repeal Connecticut’s 50-year-old 
law making it illegal to dissemi- 
nate information on birth control 
under any circumstances. 

Another protest has come from 
the Mothers’ Club of SS. Peter 
and Paul Church, Waterbury, St. 
Mary’s Hospital notified three doc- 
tors on its staff to sto, supporting 
the Alsop bill, or sever connections 
with the hospital. The doctors said 
oa would continue to support the 
ill. 


Eight Catholics In 
Belgian Cabinet As 
‘Reds’ Withdraw 


Antwerp, Belgium, March 31 ~ 
(NC)— The “front populaire” yvov- 
ernment here came to an end when 
the communist ministers removed 
themselves from the Cabinet. Paul- 
Henri Spaak, Socialist, Belgian 
Prime Minister, and president of 
the U. N. General Assembly, ac- 
cepted the Prince Regent’s offer 
to form a new government, after 
Frans Van Cauwelaert, speaker of 
the Belgian Parliament and a Cath- 
olic, had declined the offer. 


Mr. Spaak’s new Cabinet is made 
up of eight Catholics of the Parti 
Social Chretien, the strongest po- 
litical body’ in Belgium, and seven 
socialists. 

Religious interests appear safe 
with this new government. Anti- 
clericalism seems to have quieted 
down, and such reforms as the 
“Comite d'entreprise” may do 
much to repress the communist 
rise in Beligum. However, it is 
feared that the new government 
will be handicapped by strikes, 
for the communists resigned in or- 
der to be free for agitation.

t. Paul sums it up for us in call- 
ing Jesus our “Paschal Lamb” or 
simply our “Passover.” 

That brings back the memory of 
the Jews slaving away in Egypt 
under the yoke of a eruel Pharao. 
God raised up Moses to deliver His 
people. But the hard-hearted de- 
spot would not let the Jews go. 

Again and again God struck 
Egypt. There was the first plague 


when the waters of the country 
were turned into blood. This was 
followed by a plague of frogs, of 
bugs, and of flies. The cattle were 
smitten and an epidemic of boils 
broke out in man and beast. The 
crops were ruined by hail. Locusts 
devoured what was left, and dark- 
ness covered the land.—Still Pha. 
rao was stubborn, 

The tenth plague threatened the 
Egyptians with the loss of the old- 
est child, colt, calf, and whelp in 
each household. 

“Every firstborn in the land of 
the Egyptians shall die,” the Lord 
said, “from the firstborn of Pharao 
who sitteth on his throne, even to 
the firstborn of the handmaid that 
is at the mill, and all the firstborn 
of beasts. And there shall be a 
great cry in all the land of Egypt, 
such as neither hath been before, 
nor shall be hereafter.” 

The Jews were commanded by 
God to take a yearling, a male 
lamb, “without blemish.” It was 
to be sacrificed and some of its 
blood was to be smeared on the 
doorposts of each Jewish home. 
Then the lamb was to be roasted 
and eaten with wild lettuce and 
unleavened bread. While they ate, 
the Jews were to be dressed for a 
quick getaway and ready to be on 
the move at an instant’s notice. 

“And I will pass through the 
land of Egypt that night,” God 
said, “and I will kill every first- 
born in the land of Egypt both man 
and beast. . . . And the blood shall 
be unto you for a sign in the 
houses where you shall be: and I 
shall see the blood and shall pags 
over you: and the plague shall not 
be upon you to destroy you, when I 
shall strike the land of Egypt. 

“And this day shall be for a 
memorial to you: and you shall 
keep it a feast to the Lord in your 
generations with an everlasting 
observance.” 

Incidentally, that is what Our 
Lord was doing at the Last Sup- 
per: He was celebrating the Pass- 
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havior. When he takes his place in the world outside 
the home, his failure—as well as his success—will be 
the result of your training, his family environment.

Carder had also written that 
Catholics can have no joy and 
peace in their religion, and Smith 
sists: “There is no peace in 
Protestantism.” Then he deduces 
this conclusion: 

“Let’s read what God’s Word 
says: ‘Neither is there salvation 
in any other’ (Protestant or Cath- 
olic) ‘for there is none other name

That text, of course, expresses 
very good Catholic doctrine when 
properly interpreted. It is very 
true that salvation could not come 
to men through man nor through 
an institution man might create.

But through the blood 
of their Paschal lamb; the Jews 
were spared this desolation and 
Pharao finally let them go. 


Christ, Our 
Paschal Lamb

At the same titne two other 
Yugoslav papers, Lijudska Pravica 
of Ljubljana and Politika of Bel- 
grade, detail the grimly farcical 
charges for which sentence was 
assed on seven Sisters of St. 
Vincent de Paul at Liubljana. Ad- 
vices also have been received here 
telling of the “trial” and execu- 
tion of the Rev. Nicholas Bilo- 
grivic, pastor at Banjaluka. 

Attacking the Cataolic pulpit for 
reaching against atheism, Dr 
Rakarics letter charzes that such 
sermons are “a screen for expres- 
sing sentiments which are anti- 
national, anti-Soviet, and contrary 
to the unity of the peopie.” 


He also attacks tt.e Church for 
romoting devotion tc Our Blessed 
Mother, particularly to Our Lady 
of Fatima, and voices. threats 
against those who do not conform 
to the wishes of the Government 
on the question of preaching and 
of devotion to the Mother of God 


This peculiar hostility to the 
Blessed Virgin among communist 
has been noted on several occa- 
sions, Marshal Tito referred to 
her in disparaging terms; Dr. 
Bakarie has several times ridi- 
culed the miracles and apparitions 
ascribed to her; she is insulted in 
the schools of Yugoslavia; her 
statue vas outraged and destroyed 
recently in Travnik: the statue of 
the Patroness of Creatia, our Lady 
of Bistrica, was dragyed from the 
Cathedral of Zagreb and smashed 
on the colonnade before the church. 


In urging the Church leaders 
in Yugoslavia to become independ- 
ent of the Holy See Dr. Bakaric 
asserts that “a freer development 
of liberty of action on the part 
of individual ecclesiastical lead- 
ers would hasten a pcsitive devel- 
opment of the relations between 
the Church and the national au- 
thorities.” He then appeals to the 
local ecclesiastical leaders “to 
come forward in a patriotic man- 


ner and to work for a solution for 
the problems of Church and State.” 
. Referring directly to the Apos- 
tolic Nunciature in Belgrade, the 
communist leader calls it an “ob- 
struction” to smooth Church-State 
relations. Declaring that “it has 
done almost nothing in the diplo- 
matic sphere,” he adds that “it 
has assumed the role of chief, di- 
rector or inspector for the Church 
in this country.” He charges that 
the Nunciature’s work is “obstruct- 
ing the leaders of the Church in 
Yugoslavia from fojjowing their 
own policies, as they have a right 
to do under canon law,” and says 
that the result has been “to pre- 


ere, Dr. Bakaric’s let- 


sius Stepinac of Zagreb and hails 
it as “the defeat of the center 
of enmity to the people.” How- 
ever, taking into consideration the 
large numbers of Yugoslav Cath- 
olics who still reverence their 
Archbishop, the communist writer 
deplores them as “the remnants of 
the anti-national ecnter a’ Zag- 
reb.” 


M’‘Arthur's Plans 
Called Spearhead 
Of Christendom 


Tokyo, March 31— (NC)—Indi- 
cations that Japan is giving 
thought to Western democracy and 
Christianity and is luoking forward 
to the “establishment of a new 
concept of tolerance that will lead 
to the eventual outlawing of armed 
strife,” is given in editorial com- 
ment in the Mainichi newspaper 
chain on Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur’s appeal tc tha United States 
Congress for materia! aid for the 
country. 


It quoted his statement that 
“through the firm encouragement 
and strengthening of this yet frail 
spearhead (occupatien) of Chris- 
tianity in the Far Fast lies hope / 
that to -\undreds of millions of 
backward people, now easy prey 
to ignorant fatalism of war, may 
come a hitherto unknown spiritual 
strength based upon an entirely 
new concept of human purpose and 
human relationship the very an- 
tithesis to those evil attributes 
which throughout history have led 
to war.” 

The Mainichi papers declared 
that the world has been waiting 
for the “new concept” for cen- 
turies, and that the possibilities 
of realization never were as great 
as they are today.

Prisoners Of Chinese Reds 
Relate Story Of Savagery To 
Bishop, The Priests And Nuns 


Peiping, March 31.—Further evidence in the chronicle 
of the ruthless ferocity of Chinese communists has been 
given by Bishop Ignatius Krause, C.M. of Shuntehfu, Hopeh, 
several Polish Vincentian Fathers, some Polish Sisters of 
Charity and some native Chinese Sisters of the Josephine 
Community, who are here recovering after four months of 


imprisonment by the Reds. Their< 
account is one of savage beatings 
and abuse and the mockery of a 
trial as Japanese spies, held in 
open air in mid-winter. 


The Reds, who tried them on es- 
pionage charges, missed the irony 
of the fact that during the occu- 
pation, they had beer. accused by 
the Japanese of serving as spies 
or, and collaborating with the 
Chinese communists. 


Here is the story of the “trial” 
as told by one of the victims: 


“During a trial held in the open 
air before tens of thousands of 
spectators, a band of communists 
threw themselves on the Mother 
Superior like a pack of wolves. 
Each one tried to reach her and 
beat her. She was knocked to the 
ground, beaten with sticks and 
clubbed with the butts of rifles. 
Her face was crushed and they 
tried to pull out her hair. Her 
headdress and collar were torn to 
shreds, as well as her skirt and 
blouse ... Her entire body was 
soon a‘ bleeding mass of wounds. 
Her jawbone and nose were brok- 
en and an arm and leg seriously 
injured. When the communists 
saw her blood streaming from her 
body they stopped beating her. 


“After this scene of savage bru- 
tality all of the prisoners were 
forced to listen to a harangue while 
kneeling. Then the Bishop, clothed 
only in trousers and shirt, was 
mounted on an elevated platform 
and forced to read a confession of 
his pretended crimes. Besides him 
were Father Skowyra and Father 
K’lao, half-dressed and covered 
with wounds. Nearby were the 
other priests, the Superior of the 
Josephines and Sister Helen. The 
latter could only with great dif- 
ficulty remain on her knees and 
eer herself with one hand 
while the other held together the 
few clothes left on her. When she 
weakened, they forced her to knee' 
erect once more, striking her and 
insulting her. The victims kept 
silent but were shaking from in- 
tense cold, since this happened late 
in December.

Acting Secretary Of 
State Makes Promise

Mr. Acheson stated that the aid 
would be given through the office 
of the American Counsul General 
assigned to Harbin but added that 
it is “impracticable under present 
circumstances . .. in the absence 
of any means of communication 
sien areas under communist con- 
rol. 


_ In a letter to Mr. Acheson point- 
Ing out the plight of these mis- 
sionaries, hedded by Bishop Theo. 
dor Herman Breher, 0. S. B., of 
Yenki, China, Msgr. Carroll had 
Stated that in May, 1946, commu- 
nist forces confiscated the Abbey 
at Yenki and placed the priests, 
Brothers and Sisters in detention 
at Nam Ypyengo, near the Korean 
border. 


During the summer one priest 
and one Brother were killed, he 
said, adding that. in September, 
Bishop Breher and a number of 
priests who were seriously ill, were 
returned to their mission stations, 
but were kept in close confinement 
and left without food and clothing. 
He stated that he had received in- 
formation that some of the men 
“will not long survive unless they 
are soon given medical attention.” 
At the same time he pointed out 
that several religious communities 
in China had offered hospitality to 
the group but that the Reds had 
not permitted it. 

“It would be deeply appreciated 
indeed,” the letter stated, “if, as it 
has in similar instances in the 
past, this Government would ut- 
dertake to use its good offices in an 
effort to relieve the plight of these 
missionaries.” 

Mr. Acheson’s reply also related 
that “according to information 
available” the missionaries are di- 
vided into three groups.
